Historic Battlefield 


History is being made in Shantung where the 
Chinese forces are putting up ouch a stout 
resistance against the Japanese, but the swing 
bback and forth of tho contending forces is also 
reviving history. Shantung’e. ancient historical 
foundations and the number of famous philosoph- 
ers and scholars it has produced, headed by 
Confucius, have long made this province one 
of great interest and the changing fortunes of 
war around many of its cities is bringing to| 
light all sorts of interesting associations with 
‘the basis of Chinese history and culture. Lingyi, 
now in the hands of the Japanese, is a case in 
point. This city has a history dating back at 
Yeast 2,000 years, and Emperor Shih Huang Tib, 
who built ‘the Great Wall, visited the city on 
his way to Tai Shan, the Sacred Mountain. To 
Chinese it is even more famous because it com. 
memorates one of the outstanding acts of filial 
piety which for centuries has guided the con- 
duct of children towards thelr elders and is 
taught in the first primer in most Chinese 
schools. This concerns a boy named Wang 
Tslang, whose parents were sick during the 
winter ond desired fish, which was impossibl 
to obtain, ‘The boy stripped off his clothes and 
Iny naked on the frozen river until the heat of 
hhis body melted the ice and he was able to 
ateh several carp and take them to his parent 
‘This is one of the 24 distinguished filial acts, 
‘and the river on which Lingyi stands is named 
in honour of the boy, being called Hsiao Ho, 
or Filial River. ‘It is reported that some con- 
cern is being felt regarding the safety of many 
ancient monuments, temples and tombs in and. 
round Lingyi for the Sino-Japanese hostilities 
hitherto have left nothing but utter and com- 
plete destruction in. their wake. ‘The swift ro- 
Capture of Lingy! by the Japanese, who are re- 
ported to have passed the city in their southern 
‘Advance and have reached Tancheng, only a 
few miles from the Lunghai Railway, may have 
resulted in the city being spared of the worst

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Those Pacific Islands 


Except for the development of aviation, and 
the: necessity for stations in the Pacific Ocean. 
for trans-oceanic aeroplane services the ques- 
tion of Canton Is. and Enderby Is. would prob- 
ably never have arisen.

Following more dramatic and disturbing 
developments in other parts of Europe, the 
signature of the Anglo-Italian agreement comes. 
‘a5 an effort towards an appeasement of the 
situation which political observers generally 
believe will have favourable results, ‘But. ap- 
Parently, it has not cleared the alr of those 
elements of suspicion which strive to indicate 
the existence of secret clauses nullifying or 
‘complicating for other parties the new condl- 
tions brought into existence. “Open covenants 
‘openly arrived at" is @ diplomatic ideal which 
has had a chequered existence and has 
received a dubious obeisance since it was first 
Propounded. but an honest effort to remove 
dimiculties, even at the cost of a grave cabinet 
split, ought to commend more ‘respect than 
has “been accorded the Anglo-Italian  agree~ 
ment by some countries. Japan refuses to 
‘comment on it beyond indicating that it will 
be regarded only in the light of possible Bri- 
fish policy in the Far East. Soviet Russia 
Inelines to believe that there are secret clauses 
‘applying to the question of volunteers in Spain 
and territorial concessions in. Africa. 
‘The United States, naturally not 50 
intimately interested’ in European affairs, 
hhag deferred comment until working con- 
ditions permit such an expression, But. this 
is only a part of the suspicion which still clings 
to trtaty-making and diplomacy. ‘There must 
alwajs be some unpublished stipulation which 
accords with the beliet that everything is not 
Jabove-board, and that these negotiations between 
‘countries aro undertaken to mystify rather 
‘than simplify international relations. It is a sorry. 
state of things for it has induced even Siam to 
‘come out with an avowal that the Kingdom of 
the White Elephant has no secret understanding 
with Japan, and that the recent treaty was 
solely” concerned with the establishment of 
‘Siamese sovereignty over Slam.—which ought, 
not to involve many secrets,

‘er godless propaganda may make some head- 
way for a while, for atheism in one form or| 
another seems 10 be one of the symptoms of| 
‘adolescence. It is all so very brave not_t0| 
believe, for afler all there may be a foundation 
to religion, and for the time to set it at naught 
regardless ‘of the possible consequences has| 
about it the apparent quality of bravado. “It 
may, therefore, be merely one of those “isms” 
with which youth is so often oMlicied, and 
there is no justification for thinking that these|

‘The 
suppression of churches. in Russia, the per- 
secution of the priests, did not have the effect 
for which the originaiors of the movement 
hoped. ‘The light for the time being may be 
no stronger than the glow of a simple rushlight, 
‘but history has such a habit of repeating itself 
that it may confidently be felt that the time will 
come When the oriflamme ‘of the. Orthodox 
Church wilt again shine with all their efful- 
gence. That at least will be the hope of those 
‘ther Russians who seattered through the world 
‘are as faithful to their chureh as they have been 

to their political principles. 


Germans in Czechoslovakia 


In addition to the well-known attitude of 
France and Russia on the subject one of 
the reasons why ‘Herr Hitler. may not be 
disposed to move too early in. the matter 
of ‘the German minority in Czechoslovakia, 
Ys because it fs better treated in that coun 
try than in most of the others where 
such is to be found. The German minority in 
Czechoslovakia amounts to a little over one 
third of the total population. In addition to a 
university of its own this German minority ha! 
two large polytechnics, over 100 secondary ‘and 
about 3,000 clementary schools. ‘The Germans 
in Czechoslovakia are reported to have an 
elementary school for every 118 children, while 
the Czechs have one to 127. Representation in 
the legislature is exactly in proportion to the 
German population, while three of the Ministers 
in the Government are of that race. The Ger- 
man press is accorded full and perfect liberty, 
while one of the most imposing facts is that 
about 40 per cent, of the German population 
have voted in the past for the presont Govern- 
ment. It is even claimed that thoy have an 
undue proportion of the public contracts, 0 
that taken altogether it would appear that’ the 











German minority “receives the most liberal 
treatment from Czechoslovakia, With causes 
for complaint thus climinated ‘by the more 


enerous treatment of the Germans by the 
Czechoslovaks, Herr Hitler ‘will fina it dimeult 
to discover any immediate reason for seoking 
to interfere with the constitution of Czecho- 
slovakia, and as the time passes it is possible— 
though it’ must be confessed that it does not 
yet amount to a probability—that Herr Hitler 
‘will decide to Yeave well alone. ‘The principal 
guarantee from immediate attack lies in the 
fact that Czechoslovakia isa highly indus 
trialized country and that much of its industry 
is connected with the production of war 
‘material. Even without the assistance of other 
Powers it might be depended upon to give a 
{good account of itself, and there is no indica 
tion at present that Herr Hitler would be 
allowed the walk-over he reccived in Austria, 





Mr. Low's Cartoons 


It was Inevitable that sooner or later 
the German Government would protest 
against the trend of the cartoons by Mr. David 
Low, appearing in the “Evening Standard, "for 
Mr. Low can be very bitter at times, and oc- 
cupying the unique position he does in the 
world of cartoonists, and being given a sree 
hhand—even to the extent of criticising his em- 
ployer, Lord Beaverbrook—has a very large 
following amongst the British public, ‘The 
British Foreign Office could do nothing 
more than: pass the protest on to Mr. Low, in 
the hope that he will modify his tone, for there 
can be no question of official action by the 
British Government, ‘The present state of the 
British Constitution provides for complete 
freedom of speech, and liberty of the Press. 
‘Those rights were won after very hard fought 
fights apd they are so treasured by the British 
public that any endeavour on the part of the 
Government to interfere with, or ‘even limit 
them ‘would arouse such resentment that 
tho life of the Government ‘trying to do 30 
would be remarkably short. It is undoubtedly 
dimeutt for some nationalities to understand 
the British attitude on the matter, but In 
democracies which have been established as 
the result of centuries of struggle against that 
form of absolutism such as that represented 
by the theory of the divine right of Kings, 
for example, the liberties secured — through 
struggle are more preciously guarded than 
those which have come into existence through 
gentler means. Low may modify his 
attitude, but there are no means of compelling 
him to do so. ‘That waa emphasized during the 
later years of Queen Vielorla’s reign when 
the German Emperor protested. personally to 
her regarding the manmer in which the British 
Press was animadverting upon German polleles 
‘and personalities. ‘The Queen could do nothing 
officially, but a gentle hint’ was conveyed to 
the editors of the big newspapers, and, they in 
their discretion accepted it and’ thus helped 
{to betier relations between the two countries, 
Whether Mr. Low will” similarly accept the 
hint remains to be seen, but it must be em- 
phasized that no legal methods exist to oblige 





him to do 50.

Mr. Sun Fo on Position of Far East After War ; 
Terms Must Be of Equality and Amity 


London, Apr. 25, 
Quiet confidence in China's ability 
to wear down and overcome the 
Japanese armies in China was ex- 
pressed by Mr. Sun Fo, President of 
the Legislative Yuan, on his return 
to London today after a tour of 
Edinburgh and the West Highlands,

China Ready for 
Three Years War 


Chungking, Apr. 19. 
“china is now preparing for a war 
of three years’ duration,” Chinese 
oMcials and soldiers told Dr. W. 
Crawford, of Chengty, as he drove 
from Hongkong to Chungking in his 
motor-car, 

‘Dr. Crawford, who was accom: 
panied by his wife, arrived here last 
hight after a journey of nine travel- 
ling days in which he traversed some 
newly-opened routes. 

"The couple went first to Canton, 
then along the Hunan-Klangs! border 
to Changsha, and from there to 
Chungking via Kwelyang, capital of 
Kweichow provinee. 

Deseribing the “war preparations 
‘on a nationwide geale” which he had 
seen on his way here, Dr. Crawford 
sald: "I would never have believed 
it possible if T had not seen it with 
my own oye: 

"The entire male population of 
‘Hunan, Kwangsi_ and Kweichow, he 
sald, seemed to be receiving military 
training under the ausplees of Cen- 
tral Government troops who were 
seattered throughout these provinces 
for this, purpose. 

Dr, Crawford ond his wife con~ 
stantly encountered small groups of 
peasants drilling enthusiastically, 
‘and belng taught the use of firearms, 
Some of them were even drilling 
with spears. 

Munitions Plentiful 

‘Munitions, Dr. Crawford sald, ap- 
peared to be plentiful. His wife and 
he saw thousands of cases of muni- 
tlons being taken to remote hiding 
places in the hills, ‘They also saw a 
battery of heavy artillery, possibly 
six-inch guns, the crews of which 
were receiving training, 

Everywhere, he continued, they 
saw evidence of immense planned 
activity, New airfields were being 
Tevelled, roads made and ‘provided 
with bridges which .were solid en- 
gineering structures constructed of 
steel, and railways extended and im- 











proved. 

Many Chinese students who had 
been educated abroad were super- 
vising this work in the capacity of 
‘oMeets of the Chinese Army. ‘These 
officers were optimistic over the 
‘eventual outcome of the war, de- 
claring that China would be able to 
outlast Japan's strength. 

Country people, Dr. Crawford con- 
tinued, also showed a spirit of faith 
‘and wore willingly co-operating with 
the authorities in order to ensure that 
the Japanese would not be able to 
velain thelr provinces even if they 
were to invade them, 


New Divistons 


On his way to Kweichow,, Dr. 
Crawford and his wife mot several 
new divisions of Chinese troops 
marching cast to the front, and were 
favourably impressed with their 
appearance. 

‘The roads, Dr. Crawford sald, were 
fon the whole passable, this enabling 
him to make an average speed of 
fifteen to twenty miles an hour. He 
‘emphasized, however, that a good car 
‘and rellable tyres were essential for 
this and similar journeys. 

‘The  Cravfords used a specially built 
‘export model ear which had already 
done several thousands of miles 
‘across Canada before It was shipped 
to Hongkong.—Reuter.

China would undoubtedly have far- 
reaching consequences by giving a 
serious blow materially and spiritual 
ly to the Japanese.”

Ethiopian Issue 


Hankow, Apr. 

Great Britain's proposal for recon~ 
sideration of the Abyssinian question | 
by the League Council has aroused| 
wide discussion in Chinese circles 
here. Opinions, in general, fall into| 
two eategories. 

Firstly, it is held that China should 
‘oppose recognition of the Italian| 
conquest of Abyssinia, as her funda- 
‘mental policy should be non-recogni- 
thon of armed conquests. 

‘Secondly, it is maintained that} 
‘China should support Great Britain’s| 
poliey in view of ‘the very close| 
friendship existing between Great] 
Britain and China at present, 

‘The Chinese League of Nations 
Union, meanwhile, is cireularizing 
members to solicit views on the 
subject. 

‘The Union's circular points out that 
Article X of the Covenant of the 
League provides that League mem~ 
Bers must respect the territorial and| 
political independence of other mem-' 
bers. It adds that Abyssinia is still 
‘a member of the League. 

‘The circular further states that 
Italy has not conquered Abyssinia 
since, it says, “the Abyssinian Gov- 
‘ernment still exists in the mountains 
of south-western Abyssinia," —Reuter, 














$500,000,000 Defence 
Loan for China 


Hankow, Apr. 22. 

‘The Chinese Government is 
floating a $500,000,000 national 
defence loan for the purchase 
of war supplies on May 1. The 
annual interest will be 6 per 
cent, The redemption of prin- 
cipal and interest is to be com- 
pleted in thirty years—Reuter. 








China to Issue Bonds 


‘Hankow, Apr. 23. 

In addition to the G$500,000,000 na~ 
tional defence bonds to be Issued on’ 
[May 1, the Chinese Government tag 
decided .to issue, on the same day, 
100,000,000 ‘Customs Gold Unit bonds, 
£10,000,000 bonds, and’ US$50,- 
}000,000 bonds, all three to be known 
las “Gold Bonds. 

"The Gold Bonds are being issued for 
Jabsorbing gold, foreign currencies, 
Jand foreign shares and bonds and se- 
jcured on the suplus salt revenues, 

‘Subscribers may choose any of the 
three categories. 

‘The principal and interest are to be 
redeemed within 15 years, with an 
‘annual interest of five percent. The 
prineipal and interest are to be paid 
in Customs Gold Units, sterling or 
gold dollars, respectively, 

‘Persons who subscribe with foreign 
shares and bonds may exchange them 
for sterling or gold dollar bonds at 
the market value of their stock— 
Reuter.

Red Cross Raises Over 
$1,000,000 


Hankow, Apr. 22. 

Under the patronage ‘of Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek, the International 
Red Cross Committee for Central 
China has hitherto raised over a 
million dollars for the rellet of Chi- 
nese vietims of air raids, Chinese 
wounded soldiers and Chinese war 
refugoes in this area. 

‘Besides giving financial and medt- 
cal assistance to all local hospitals, so 
that they may take care of vietims 
of air .raids, the Committee also 
maintains over 3,000 beds in 60 hos- 
pitals in 10 provinces, 

All these beds are specially 
reserved for wounded soldiers and 
civilians and for refugees needing 
‘medical care. 

‘Recently at Chengchow, one of the 
Committee's hospitals had to provide, 
in the course of a few hours, beds 
for no fewer than 200 civilians 
seriously wounded by. bombs, ‘The 
Committee also distributes ‘drugs 
free of charge to hospitals, while it 
ares for about 20,000 destitute war 
refugees.—Reuter. ws,

‘The success of the Anglo-Italian negotia- 
tions and the arrival at an accord between 
the" two nations is already bearing fruit, for 
it Is reported that the French Chargé d’ Affaires 
in Rome has delivered an invitation to the 
Malian Government from M. Edouard 
Daladier for the commencement of conversa~ 
tions aiming at a Franco-Italian pact of| 
friendship. It is being rapidly shown that| 
Mr. Chamberlain's policy has blazed a new! 
trail and that France with typical realism| 
has fully recognized the benefits to be derived, 
from the effecting of a better understanding 
with Italy. The latter has an opportunity of 
‘showing, by the quickness with which she 
accepts the invitation, what degree of] 
cordiality she can import into her negotiations| 
with France. It is clear that the negotiations} 
‘can proceed to a satisfactory conclusion much | 
swifter than in the case of the Anglo-Italian| 
rapprochement, for it is pointed out that many 
of the questions in which France is interested | 
have already beeri settled along lines ac- 
ceptable to France in the agreement which 
has been signed by Great Britain and Italy.| 
‘Thus Italian adherence to the London Naval 
‘Treaty of 1936 is as acceptable to France as' 
it is to Great Britain. ‘The same may be said. 
of the Italian acceptance of the Montreaux 
Treaty permitting Turkey to re-fortify the 
Dardanelles, while the Italian acceptance of | 
‘a compromise withdrawal from Spain and) 
the pledge that Rome seeks no territorial,| 
military, political or colonial advantages in| 
that country should set French uneasiness 
fon that score at: rest. With those items 
already satisfactorily disposed vf, the number’ 
of outstanding problems is greatly reduced, 
‘and of them all, the chief concern the ques- 
tions of Syria, Tunisia and the question of} 
hostile propaganda, ‘There is nothing prima 
facie, to suggest that these problems are in- 
capable of solution in a manner agreeable to| 
both countries, and should M. Daladier and) 
Signor Mussolini succeed in adjusting their 
differences the complete appeasement of the 
Mediterranean would be an accomplished | 
fact, with all the benefits which would) 
naturally accrue from so complete and ef- 
fective an adjustment. ~ 

It is doubtful whether those political com- 
mentators who see in these developments an 
attempt to break down the Berlin-Rome- 
‘Tokyo entente have much upon which to base 
their conclusion, From the statements of the 
Rritish Prime Minister it is clear that his 
chief objective was the appeasement of 
Europe and the production of a degree of 
political stability in that portion of the world 
which would restore a rapidly diminishing 
sense of security. It is quite plain that the 
‘end most desired would be the arrangement 
of a pact between the four western European 
Powers. ‘The refusal of those countries to] 
set up hostile camps and perpetuate divisions} 
between themselves would be the best 
foundation for the peace of the world, and) 
fa definite counter to the policy of the Soviet 
Government which sees in the chaos, which 
‘another war would undoubtedly create, the 
best opportunity for the advancement of that 
‘world revolution to which the Communists 
are irrevocably pledged. The Japanese “Nichi 
Nichi" doubts whether France would obcy 
‘the logic of such a development and liquidate 
the alliance between herself and Russia, but 
it is believed that if France could find that 
degree of security in western Europe, which 
a Four Power Pact would inevitably entail, 
her enthusiasm for the understanding with 
Russia might very well undergo a very pro- 
found modification. Nothing would suit 
Soviet Russia better than a worldwide war,

THE OPEN DOOR 
April 21. 

Allowing for language difficulties, it is to 
be presumed that the English version of the 
recent address of Mr. Masaji Yoshida, Pre~ 
sident of the Shanghai Chamber of 'Com- 
meree and Industry at that body's annual 
meeting on Tuesday, represents the views of] 
the Japanese commercial community in 
‘Shanghai, and as such deserves close scrutiny. 
‘On the subject of the Open Door Policy, Mr. 
Yoshida is reported to have said :—"Though 1 
do not understand the technical phases of] 
‘equal opportunity based on diplomacy, 
firmly believe that this docs not mean equal 
‘allotment of concessions—in other words an| 
‘equal distribution of assets such as that made 
among the children of a family by thelr! 
father, ‘The open door policy means to re-| 
cognize the freedom of future development 
while respecting vested rights.” It is just as 
well that the policy of the Open Door in China 
should be re-stated from the original docu- 
ments. ‘Thus on November 13, 1990, Mr. John 
Hay, U. S. Secretary of State addressed to} 
Viscount Aoki Siuzo, Japanese Minister for! 
Foreign Affairs a communication on the sub- 
ject, which commenced — 

‘This Government animated with a sincere 
desire to insure to the commerce and indus~ 
try of the United States and of all other 
nations perfect equality of treatment within 
the limits of the Chinese Empire for thelr 
trade and navigation, especially within the 
‘so-called “spheres of influence or interest” 
claimed by certain European Powers in 
China. has deemed the present an opportune 
time to make representations in this direction 
to Germany. Great Britain and Russia, 

‘The three points on which assurances were] 
required dealt with non-interference with any| 
treaty port in any “sphere of influence” or 
eased territory which those countries might 
possess, the uniform application of the Chinese| 
tariff to all merchandise no matter to what} 
country it might belong, and the provision 
that there shall be no discrimination in the] 
matter of rates charged stch as harbour dues, 
and railroad charges. To that communication 
Viscount Siuzo replied 

“I have the happy duty of assuring Your 
Excellency that the Imperial Government 
‘will have no hesitation to give their assent 
to so just and fair a proposal of the United 
States, provided that all the other Powers 
concerned shall accept the same.” 

‘That condition having been complied with 
by all the Powers concerned, the United States 
informed Japan on March '20, 1900, that its 
conditional assent was now ‘considered as] 
final and definitive. The end for which the 
United States had strived was that despite the 
spheres of influence which certain Powers 
then claimed to have in China, there should] 
be, to quote Mr. Hay's own ‘words again! 
“perfect equality of treatment within the] 
limits of the Chinese Empire for thelr trade 
‘and navigation." It has nothing to do with 
distribution of assets or the'chopping up of, 
China, but defines a clean cut proposition 
with which Japan has agreed that the foreign 
Powers shall have complete equality in the 
matters of trade and navigation, and that 
means that there shall be no discrimination 
between them. By military action | Japan 
has succeeded in establishing a new “sphere 
of influence” in Manchoukuo, for no one will 
be deceived by the establishment of an 
“independent” government in that country. 
‘At the present time the Japanese are esta- 
blishing similar spheres in China proper, 
setting up governments which are now, and| 
may be expected to be in the future just as! 
comoletely under Japanese influence and] 
‘cciitrol. In this connection Mr. Yoshida again| 
gives the assurance: 

‘We intend to carry on enterprises with fair 
play based on an equal footing by re- 
Jecting the policy pursued by the Nationalist, 
Government of giving prejudicial assistance to 
‘one side. 

‘We shall. go a step farther in heartily co- 
‘operating with foreigners and Chinese in the 
management of enterprises.” 























even better on paper, but, judged in view of 
fall that has happened and’ is happening, they 
have to be very considerably discounted, if 
not completely abandoned.

"Take for example the wool trade In north 
China, under Japanese dominance.

The discrimination 
Feyarding the customs. tari in connection 
with Japanese imports into the same area is 
just such another denial of Une Open Door 
policy. Instances of a similar nature can be 
Adduced from Manchoukuo, and it is for 
precisely these reasons that Japanese indus- 
{wialists, such ‘as Mr, Yoshida, hear the 
“ironical words and complaints” to which he 
refers. ‘The language diffeulty is often held 
{o be responsible for much of the misunder~ 
standing between Japanese and other foreign= 
ers in China, In the case of the many in- 
eidents which have occurred since hostilities 
begin, involving Japanese and other foreign 
cis, If is readily conceded that this is very 
probably the case, but in this matter of the 
‘Open Door there ean be na such argument. 
In this connection action speaks louder than 
words, and if foreigners see. thelr interests 
imperited by these repeated eases of breaches 
of the undertaking which Japan gave so Tong 
‘ago, and which is sul binding “upon her, 
they cannot be -blamed if they take the 
Ironieal and cynical view which is to be 
found in so much of their public utterances 
and writings. —In this matter of trade with 
China, Japan has the dice loaded in her 
favour even under the Open Door policy. 
With her close proximity to the Chinese 
market, with small freights to pay, and much 
cheaper labour costs there is no need for 
Japan to stimulate the discrimination which 
is being demonstrated against the traders of 
other nationals, Their handicaps are already 

















T} suMlciently imposing to operate considerably 


to Japan's benefit, and the realization of 
that fact makes the foreign observer more 
than a little impatient over a situation which 
4s fast worsening. It is as well that these 
things should be, stated frankly and openly. 
‘There can never be any misunderstanding 
as to what the Open Door policy means, no 
doubt as to whether its terms are being faith- 
fully observed, and all the eloquence in the 
‘world will fail'to convince the foreigners that 
what they see before thelr cyes is really not 
happening. Indeed this is very much of an 
Instance in which soft words butter no pars- 
nips.

It was thus thit Mi, W. S. King dealt, at 
the annual meeting of subscribers to Holy 
‘Trinity Cathedral, with the decision arsived 
at two years ago on the subject of the 
proposed ‘sale of the Cathedral lawn. ‘It was 
an interesting controversy ‘which led to the 
emphatic rejection of the scheme, for when 
it came to the vote there was not one 
subseriber who voted for the sale, ‘That was 
probably due to a number of considerations 
One undoubtedly. was that by a decision of 
H. M, Supreme Court, it was not possible to 
devote all or part of the proceeds of the sale 
for the construction of a place of worship in 
the Western District, and while the money 
obtained from parting with the lawn ‘would 
undoubtedly have placed the Cathedral's 
finanee in a sound position, sentimental and 
aesthetic reasons. prevailed’ in. the minds. of 
the subseribers and the proposition met the 
fate it was presumed it would before the 
meeting came to be held, Another factor was 
tundoubledly the fact that the lease on the 
Cathedral's” Honan” Road property, then 
assessed at $510,000, and bringing in an 
annual. rental of $10,500. would. ultimately 
expire and that in about nine year's time the 
Cathedral would be free from debt, ‘They 
were all important considerations, and_ the 
‘wisdom of the subscriber's decision is not to 
be estimated so much by. what happened 
Politically’ since, but rather from the fact 
that in. the cireumstances it was the only 
proper judgment which they could pass upon 
the proposal. 

It may not be intended, but the passage 
from Mr. King's speech conveys the sugges- 
tion that the retention of the lawn was wise 
because it retained for the Cathedral valuable 
property which may at some other time be 
isposed of to mect needs. which may’ then 
arise. It is hoped that that is not the view, 
‘and that the opinion is generally held that 
50 long as there fs a Cathedral on the present 
site the lawn shall remain before its main 
Goor.

‘These, like so many promises given in the 
very recent past sound very well und. look 
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f proper setting, and the mutilated site which 
‘would then remain after the abandonment. of 
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the lawn could not offer any such thing. 
the Cathedral’s finances were in such a con- 
dition at the end.of the expiry of the lease 
on the Honan Road site as to permit it. 
Tt would be a counsel of perfection to 
tear down the properties, and give the 
Cathedral the surroundings which it un- 
doubtedly deserves, It is unlikely that that 
‘will ever happen, but if it did this journal 
4s confident that there would be a very strong 
ection of public opinion in favour of restor- 
{ng the site to its original dimensions. The 
Cathedral standing alone in its own grounds, 
instead of against a background of very dingy 
buildings would be best in keeping with the| 
dignity of the institution. For that reason 
it is urged that the lawn should not be re- 
garded as an asset which may at some time| 
or other be converted into money, but rather 
as an indispensible and integral part of the 
whole Cathedral scheme, ‘That at least should 
bbe the ambition of those entrusted with the 
management of the Cathedral's affairs,. and 
mo question should ever arise in the future 
regarding the disposal of any portion of the 
‘Church's property unless as an act of final 
desperation, and then it would be better to 
sell the whole site and move elsewhere, than 
remain In the surroundings which would no 
Tonger conduee to the aesthetic qualities which 
the present building undoubtedly possesses. 
At the meeting held two years ago suggestions 
were made that activities might be embarked 
‘upon to raise extra funds for the Cathedral. 
If anything of that nature has been done, it 
does not appear to Have been on any very 
imposing scale, and the trustees of the 
Cathedral “appear to have been extricating 
themselves from thelr diMiculties by lifting! 
themselves by thelr own boot-straps. 

‘That {s always a diMlcult proceeding, but 
the results they have achieved are such as to! 
reflect upon them the greatest possible credit. 
‘There are indications too that other dignitaries 
connected with the Cathedral have made 
self-sacrifices to the same worthy cause, and 
they too are to be most highly commended, 
particularly for the encouraging example they 
set, It is gratifying to lean that the 
Cathedral's finances by such means have been 
brought to a more healthy state. For that! 
veason the future may be regarded with a 
great deal more equanimity than was possible 
a brief couple of years ago. That such an 
Institution should be free from debt cannot 
be denied, there are, however, disadvantages| 
in its being over-supplied with funds, and so 
long as proper and adequate balance can be 
maintained between income and expenditure | 
that Is all that should be considered necessary 
for a Cathedral situated as this one is. For 
‘these reasons too much pessimism should not} 
be felt over the state of the Cathedral's 
finances, "The outlook for the current year 
is that expenditure will exceed income by| 
about $3,500, The deficit would have been! 
greater were it not for the sale af a strip of 
the lawn to the Municipal Counell for the 
purposes of road widening. Even in that 
there is no cause for alarm, for it is apparent 
from the history of Shanghai that when a 
ccause Js really in difficulties a general rally! 
to ts support is in most eases to be witnessed. 
It should not be too dificult to embark on un-| 
ddertakings to secure extra funds when they 
become necessary, for the energy and en~ 
thusiasm necessary is always to be found in| 
this city. “And, what is more, there is always| 
the prospeet of those leases on the Honan 
Road properties expiting, when it is hoped 
that such arrangements will be made as will 
relieve the trustees and the subseribers of 
much of their anxicly. Taking everything 
{nto consideration the immediate outlook is| 
Hood, as is emphasized by the manner In| 
Which the Cathedral's affairs have withstood 
the ctisis of Inst year and the comparative 
Ineatthiness of the position. 














AIRCRAFT FROM AMERICA 
April 23. 


In connection with British proposal to seek 
permission to purchase acroplanes said to 
number as many as one thousand in the! 
‘United States, the question has been asked 
why this should be necessary in view of the 
present success of Mr, Neville Chamberlain's 
policy directed towards the appeasement of 
Europe. On the face of it the situation does| 
appear to be paradoxical, but on closer ex= 
amination the necessity for this step becomes 
apparent. ‘The belated programme of rearma- 
‘ment has undoubtedly made great progress, 
but ‘there have been signs that this has not 
been so rapid as it was orginally thought it 
would be. . The. proposed scheme is for the 
purpose of speeding up the acquisition of the 
air strength considered necessary to afford 
adequate protection in the event of war, the 
possibility of which has not yet been removed. 
Probably the best way of looking at the 
matier is to regard the contemplated ex- 
penditure.in the United States in the nature 
of a capital investment immediately tending 
to bring Britain's air force up to the desired 
strength, after which the aeroplane factories 
in Great Britain itself may be depended upon 
for the purpose of maintaining that strength 
and adding to it at their own slower rate. 
‘The immediate acquisition of the necessary 
.means for adequate self-defence will add 
considerably to the growing authority of 
Great Britain's voice in the matter of world 
politics. ‘That is heartily to be welcomed, for 
‘one ‘of the reasons for the failure: of British 
foreign policy in the past has been the fact 
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that the policy of disarmament at a rate! 
which was not being followed by other Powers 
greatly prejudiced the British position regard- 
ing them. If then the decision to purchase 
these aeroplanes from the United States is 
Fegarded in that light the apparent paradox 
disappears, and in its place is to be found 
the taking’ of a very necessary step towards 
securing immediately the strength originally 
contemplated in the British five-year rearma- 
ment plan. ‘This journal has already pointed 
out that the highly technical ability of the 
American aeroplane manufacturers and their 
mass production capacity make the United 
States the only source from which such 
material can be obtained. 

It was ‘only to be expected that a certain 
amount of dissatisfaction should be expressed 
by some groups of American politicians, 
especially by the isolationist group. It is 
understood that the Administration will place 
no obstacle in the way of Great Britain in 
this manner, and a telegram elsewhere reports 
what types ‘of machines will be available to 
the purchaser. On the facevf all that has come| 
to hand it would seem that Great Britain will 
be able to secure what she wants. It would 
bbe somewhat illogical if she could not. ‘The! 
policy followed by the United States has 
enabled other countries in the past, and 
notably China, to purchase aeroplanes as well 
as other types of war material, That pre- 
eedent having been established it would 
amount to discrimination against Great’ 
Britain if the same privilege were denied her, 
and it is dificult to believe that the U.S. 
Government would countenance any such 
action, It is but natural that the United 
States should refuse to sell certain of her 
more advanced types of a war aircraft, for 
every country naturally desires to keep her 
most important secrets to herself, but from 
the list of machines which it is said will be 
available, there appears to be much which 
would commend itself to the choice of the 
commission proceeding to the United States 
for the purposes of investigating the pos- 
sibility of purchase. What should prove an 
important factor in arriving at whatever 
decision which may ultimately be made is the 
statement published by the “Wall Street 
Journal” that the supplying of Great Britain 
‘with US, $75,000,000 worth of aircraft within 
a year could be done without in any way 
conflicting with orders.on hand or the require- 
ments of the expanded American rearmament| 
programme, ‘The figure quoted, the journal 

‘a conservative one, based upon the 
estimates of the various aircraft authorities. 
‘That being the position there appears to be 
no sound reason for refusing to grant th 
assistance to Great Britain for which she is 
perfectly willing to pay. To refuse would, in 
fact not only be an act of digcrimination, but 
might have a very unfortunate effect upon| 
European politics, and even react unfavour- 
ably upon the very cordial relations which at 
present exist between the two countries. 

‘The immensity of the sums which Great 
Britain is spending upon her air force is in- 
dicated by the report of the Air Services 
‘Appropriation Account for the year ended 
March 31, 1937, prepared by the Comptroller 
and Auditor General. ‘The figures for, the 
year ended last month are not yet available, 
but in all probability it exceeds that sum, while, 
if to that is added what it is proposed to spend 
in the United States, it is apparent that by 
the time the rearmament programme will have 
been completed an enormous sum will have 
been spent on the air Force. ‘There is one con- 
soling feature about this enormous outlay, Iti 
to be found in the fact that whereas some other 
countries have air forces accumulated over 
many years, and consequently contain a pro- 
portion of machines which have already been 
‘out-dated, the present British air force, being 
Jaf comparatively recent expansion, will have a| 
decidedly small minority of older models. ‘That 
is as it should be, for the best, and only the 
best should be found in a force upon whose 
efficiency the protection in the air of the 
thickly populated British Isles has to depend. 
‘The policy of providing Great Britain with 
means of defence which will make any| 
potential enemy think twice before attacking 
her is the only one which can commend itself 
to those who regard the existing situation 
with a realistic eye. At the moment there 
fare indications that the tendeney towards the 
‘appeasement of Europe is making progress. 
But accidents do happen in the best laid 
schemes. There are certain imponderables| 
which have always to be taken into considera~ 
tion, and the British Government would be 
highly neglectful of its responsibilities if it 
did not take such steps as would ensure that 
it will never be caught napping and unpre- 
pared. There is one hideous thought which 
arises from a consideration of the subject, 
‘and that concerns the fact that of these con- 
templated purchases a large quantity of the 
machines will be bombers. It is one of the! 
worst aspects of any future war in the air 
that one means of defence will be by reprisal. 
‘That accounts for the nightmare in which 
Europe is at present living. but the facts| 
have to be met and this American purchase 
scheme is one way of doing so. 


























MR. EDEN’S FUTURE 
April 25. 


An interesting report carried by Havas, but 
not by the other news agencies, is to the effect 
that endeavours are being made to persuade| 
Mr. Anthony Eden to return to the Cabinet, 








which he left a short while ago. Well-in-| 
formed circles are reported to have stated 
that Mr. Eden's attitude is that he will not] 
accept any ministerial portfolio so long as Mr. 
Chamberlain remains Prime Minister.” If| 
indeed, that is the case, then the alleged’ 
cordiality expressed between the two when. 
tendering and accepting the famous resigna- 
tion, amounted to a display of superfluous| 
courtesy in a matter where it is obvious that} 
‘a very great amount of personal feeling was 
apparent at least on one side, That Lord 
Halifax should have been the person to enter 
into discussions with Mr, Eden is all the 
more remarkable, secing that he is at present) 
holding the office which Mr. Eden had| 
vacated. The suggestion underlying the! 
reports is that all is not well within the ranks| 
of the supporters of the Government, and| 
that the reverses in the bye-elections at West} 
Fulham and Ipswich have given Mr. Cham-| 
Berlain's supporters much food for thought.| 
‘The question naturally arises as to whether 
the threatened schism in the Natignal Gov- 
ernment's ranks is such as to endanger the 
retention of power by the present Cabinet, 
There are significant indications in the 
country that there is a very large section of 
the voters who favour Mr. Eden’s uncom 
promising foreign policy, and that a number| 
of Moderate Conservatives and National 
Liberals will only. continue to support the 
Government provided it abandons its “too 
rightist” tendency. It is apparent that] 
voters of the same political complexion, in. 
the bye-elections in question, threw their 
support in favour of the Labour candidates, 
with the result that the Government lost seats| 
which they had held since the last general’ 
election. ‘There are, of course, in elections! 
‘such as these, local considerations which have| 
to be reckoned with in estimating the ultimate| 
significance of these reverses, but for the 
purpose of this discussion it is to be assumed 
that those factors carried little weight in 
view of the seriousness of the major questions 
involved. 

It is a matter of very considerable doubt 
whether, if Mr, Chamberlain went to the 
country ‘now, he would again be returned to 
power. Mr. Eden, and those who think like: 
him, have a very considerable following, 
and, if its numbers were used for the purpose 
of defeating the Prime Minister’s candidates. 
in a general election, there is reason to sup~ 
pose that a coalition of Labour with the 
National Liberals and moderate Conservatives| 
might be returned to office. There is, how- 
ever, at the present moment nothing to suggest, 
that’ the present Cabinet does not control a. 
majority in the House of Commons, and little 
indeed to suggest that in the near future it| 
may be so placed. The position, therefore, 
seems to be that the bye-elections should 
serve as a serious warning to the Prime 
Minister that his policy has the country fairly] 
sharply, and probably almost evenly divided 
and that only in the successful achievement) 
of his aims is to be found any hope for a 
vietory in the event of a general appeal to} 
the polls. . The result of the :Anglo-Italian. 
conversations, and the signature of an accord. 
between the two nations is just one of those| 
successes which may help to swing public| 
opinion more in favour of Mr. Chamberlain 
and away from Mr. Eden. Should the League| 
Of Nations be persuaded to recognize the 
Italian Empire, a further success will have| 
been gained by Mr. Chamberlain, and should 
the forthcoming Franco-Italian ‘negotiations| 
‘open the way for final conversations with 
Germany, there can be little doubt that the 
British voter with all his natural gift for} 
‘compromise will recognize that this has been 
done in this instance and that an appeasement 
of the general situation will have brought 
about a degree of security which has been| 
absent from Europe for much too long al 
period. Mr. Chamberlain so long as he can| 
retain control of the House will proceed with 
his present policy, perhaps playing for time 
until he can prove to the country at large’ 
that his line in diplomacy was the only. 
correct one, relying upon resulls to convince 
the very practical voter of the truth of his 
contention, Mr. Chamberlain must stand or 
fall by the results he secures; if they are| 
good he need not fear ta face’ the country;| 
should it turn out in the long run that they! 
are otherwise that fact will have signed his 
political death warrant, 

But what of Mr. Eden? it may be asked. 
Mr. Eden is a young man, with practically. 
the whole of his political career before him. 
He can afford to wait, and the period of wait 
ing need not be long, if reports of the Prime. 
Minister's intention to resign in the autumn’ 
of next year prove to be correct. It would 
probably have militated against his future if, 
so quickly after his breach with Mr. 
Chamberlain, he returned to his Cabinet, for! 
Mr. Eden slands for a policy based upon 
prineiple—and principle is as dear to the 
average Briton as is his liking of compromise| 
—while the Prime Minister, modifying his 
‘application of the former by utilizing the| 
latter, has cast himself in the réle of a devil 
with whom to dine Mr. Eden would need a 
remarkably long spoon. ‘The suggestion has| 
been inade that Mr, Eden might be appointed | 
‘as Ambassador to Washington, Such a move 
would undoubtedly be popular with the: 
people of the United States, but it is doubtful 
whether he would lend himself to carrying! 
out the policy of a man—even within the, 
limitations which the suggested appointment! 
would entail—with whom on the general} 





























‘outline he is so completely at variance. The 
late Foreign Secretary will most probably 
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decide that his future prospects require him 
to be continually on the spot in Great Britain, 
His own career appears to dictate that neces- 
sity, while his many supporters would regret 
any’ step which removed him from the im- 
mediate scene, Even then his own position 
is at the present moment not absolutely 
secure, The course of events during the next 
eighteen months may have an important 
effect upon that section of the British public 
which at the moment so enthusiastically sup- 
ports him. A victorious National Government 
returned at the next general election might 
still find no room for Mr. Eden's sorvices and 
his resumption of office might thereby ‘again 
be delayed, for it would be impossible to re~ 
quire him’ to continue a policy which he 
resents—even though it might have been 
endorsed by its success, and the verdict of 
the electors—and he might not care to assume 
another portfolio without first having re- 
gained the. Foreign Secretaryship. It is a 
strange position, but nevertheless a true one, 
that the fate of Mr, Eden lies squarely in the 
hands of the Powers with whom Mr. Cham- 
berlain desires a better understanding. If 
they fail Mr, Chamberlain they confer the 
crown of victory, with all that it may mean, 
upon the brows of the late Foreign Secretary. 








FAR EASTERN TENSION 
April 26. 


Despatches published over the week-end, 
detailing the growing Russo-Japanese tension 
‘and the possibility of war between the two 
countries, should not necessarily be read as 
indicating that hostilities are imminent, It 
is true that there has been a large numbel 
of incidents calculated to give rise to the 
gravest concern in both Tokyo and Moscow, 
and of them quite a number seems to have 
been of sufficient dimensions to provoke a 
war. Nevertheless there has been up to the 
resent, and will probably continue so to be, 
@ mutual desire to refrain from hostilities 
chiefly because neither side has any great 
degree of certainty as to what would be the 
ultimate outcome, ‘The recent outbursts in 
the Japanese press, obviously with the con- 
Sent of the authorities who exercise consider- 
able restraint over that institution in Japan, 
may be regarded in a number of different 
Ughts, not the least of which is the possibility 
that it was done for the purpose of diverting 
Japanese attention from the fighting in China, 
until the time comes for the broadcasting of 
‘a substantial victory to offset the impression 
created by the enormous strain to which the 
Japanese people are being subjected by the 
Increasing taxation and the higher cost of 
living, For the past four months the Japanese 
forces in China have made comparatively little 
headway, most of the time having been spentin 
preparing for the onslaught which is designed 
to bring about the capture of the Lunghai 
Railway and the union of the Japanese forces 
seeking to effect a junction from thelr present 
positions north and south of Hsuchowtu, 
Populations in war time have to have victories 
unless their morale is to decrease. A struggle, 
which remains resultless for months on end, 
is apt to prove irritating to the taxpayer who 
realizes the enormous amounts of money which 
are being spent and the fact that he has to 
find them out of his own pocket, and it is 
‘more than probable that this latest outburst 
was designed to take the Japanese civilian 
mind for the moment off China, and, by 
preaching the possibility of war with Russia, 
raise an old bogey which has served the 
purpose of various Japanese Governments 
over a very long period of years, 

‘There was a time when the chance of a 
conflict with the United States was used for 
the purpose of curdling the blood of the 
Japanese. ‘That particular possibility has 
receded into the distance, but Russia is at 
Japan's very doorstep, and .the likelihood of 
air-raids upon Japan’ from’ Vladivostok has 
been widely canvassed for years throughout 
the country, Taking the present situation as 
a whole it docs not seem likely that either 
Japan or Russia want war at this particular 
time, The Japanese have as much as they 
can handle in China, for it is clear that they 
have been more than a little surprised at the 
strong resistance which the Chinese have been 
putting up, and the manner in which what was 
originally expected to be a short campaign 
hhas developed into one which it is commonly 
accepted will most likely last for a year or 
two. It is doubtful too whether Japan could 
undertake a prolonged fight with both China 
and Russia in view of the heavy strain to 
which her economic system is already being 
subjected for it is clear that large as the 
expenditure upon the campaign against China 
has been, one against Russia would be even 
more costly, not only because of the larger 
numbers to’ be involved, but because of the 
greater resistance the Russians would be able 
to offer and. the larger possibilities of Japan 
having to fight a defensive war in the event 
of Russia deciding to take the initiative. War 
with Japan would mean that Russia, for the 
| purpose of further embarrassing her enemy 
| would provide China with greater. quantities 
of supplies than she is at present doing. It 
would be in the interests of the Soviet to do 
so, even if China were unable to pay for them, 
for the more effective the Chinese resistance 
to Japan the larger the numbers of Japanese 
hheld here instead of being transferred to the 
battlefields of Manchoukuo or Siberia, At the 
| moment according ta Japanese press’ reports,

An Attempted Snub 


‘OMcials of the Shanghai Municipal Health 
Department wore reported, on Sunday, by a 
contemporary to have clarifled the “pig con 
troversy” by’a statement emanating from them.

This 
journal does not know how many pigs have 
been imported during the six months in which 
the Health Department has been profoundly 
copitating over this matter, but would not at 
fall be surprised if it were found that an’ 
enormous number of animals had been im- 
ported under conditions which arouse the 
reatest possible indignation. It is impera- 
five, of course, that the utmost care should be 
taken to ensure against hasty decisions, but 
the public will not be satisfied by the essurance 
given by certain oMecials of the Health De- 
Partment until it has been demonstrated that 
those responsible for the manner in which the 
pigs arrive in Shanghai have either been 
forced or mend their way, or have had landing 
permits denied them. This journal, and with 
‘Out doubt the correspondents who have written 
to it on the subject, aro not prepared to wait 
another six months before "definite public 
faction is taken, but want to know that encrge- 
tie processes have been initiated in order to 
bring an end toa most disgraceful state of 
affairs.

It 
really does not matter who wrote what has been | 
attributed to Shakespeare, for whatever the|

From Lingyi onward the ground is 
advantageous for mobile warfare and 
reinforcements of Chinese mobile 
‘units are now being rushed to this 
‘area to harass the Japanese when 
they try to advance further. 

In other parts of China, profiting 
by the depletion of the’ Japanese 
garrisons for the present three-sided 
‘attack against Hsuchow, the Chinese 
fare claimed to be making rapid 
inroads into areas formerly controlled 
by the Japanese for some considerable 
period.

Chungking Struck 


By Hurricane 


“Chungking, Apr. 22 

Four civil and three military air- 
craft were badly damaged in the] 
early -hours of yesterday morning} 
When a hurricane of unprecedented| 
intensity, accompanied by violent} 
thunder nd lightning, struck Chung-| 
king. In addition, a number of junks| 
‘ond sampans were sunk, houses were 
‘blown down, hundreds of telephone| 
wires were broken, and high tension 
ables were parted. i 

‘The seven ‘planes were lyiig. In| 
the open in the Chungking civil 
airfield. where they are ordinarily| 
safe owing to the usual almost com-| 
plete absence of wind, when the 
‘storm broke at about 1 am. Before 
Chinese coolies and guards on duty 
at the aerodrome were able to call 
for assistance, heavy gusts of wind 
began to Uf the ‘planes body Into 
the alr. 

‘A handful of men threw them- 
sselves'on to the wings and tail of a 
‘slant Douglas air-liner in a frantic 
‘offort to prevent its total destruction, 
out the tail, with several men on| 
if, slewed round and struck neigh-| 
bbouring sheds, damaging. the tal and| 
rudder of the machine to the extent} 
fof abour.U.S, $500. 

‘Meanwhile, a small single-engined 
Stinson ‘plane, used as a spare on the| 
Hankow run,’ was picked up bodily| 
‘and thrown’ upside down into the| 
Yangtze. 





Pilotiess Flight 

‘A Chinese Red Cross plane stand- 
ing near was also lifted up into the| 
air, while a group of amazed onlook-| 
‘ers watched the pilotiess machine fly 
down river, — apparently almost 
through the ‘continuous flashes of 
Ughtning, to make an almost perfect 
landing on a sandbank beyond the| 
airfield, 

‘The wind handled two Chinese] 
pursuit planes roughly, overturning| 
‘One on its nose and irundling the 
‘other along the ground like a piece 
‘of paper till It was finally hopelessly 
‘smashed. 

"Two flying boats moored in the! 
river alongside were also damaged. 


‘One. sixteen-seater Commodore 
machide dragged its moorings —and| 
drifted down’ onto a _ six-seater 


Dolphin. Both planes were holed. 
Fortunately they ‘sank in shallow, 
water and it is hoped they will be 
able to be repaired.

Loss of Life Uncertain 
‘The Joss of life is not yet known! 
for certain, though it is feared to 
have been’ considerable.

‘ment, create a post of head at a 
Yemuneration on the ‘seale of an 
Assistant DPW. with a suitable 
‘administrative staff, and put the water 
supply on a business footing. 

‘To accomplish this, he advises the 
abolition of all free allowances and a 
standard charge of 80 cents per 1,000 
gallons. Coming of top of the recent 
tise Inthe cost of living, an increase 
in rents due to the influx of refugees, 
‘and a tendeney on the part of em- 
ployers to keep salaries at a minimum 
through "the prevailing uncertainty. 
‘of business, Government's scheme is 
felt to have been promulgated ata 
particularly inopportune time. 

‘The Government's answer to that, 
fg that future benofits will more than 
compensate the householder, In the 
Tong run this may be so," but the 
item ‘Interest at 2 per cent. on ex

"Tenants are represented as having 
held a pistol at landlords’ heads for| 
the past few years, and by threaten 
ing to quit, to have forced down 
rents to an excessively low level. 
Much of the Commission's evidence 
was obtained from the banks who 
having advanced large sums to pro-| 
perty owners, ‘are having diMculty, 
In collecting ‘the interest. One im- 
portant witness, the representative 
jof a leading European bank, stated 
‘thay his experience during the last! 
few years had convinced him thot 
the position of houwse-owners had 
been growing rapidly worse—"their| 
Fevenue has gone,” concluded this| 
witness.

Sungari Ice Breaking Up 


River Again Open 


to Navigation ; Harbin’s 


Coney Island to be Popular This Summer! 


Marbin, April 11, 

One interesting and majestic sight 
that Shanghailanders are denied the 
pleasure of seeing is an ice-floe. In 
Harbin, however, every foreigner 
hhas seen, if only once, how with the 
‘coming of spring ico’ commences to 
drift on the Sungarl River. | April 
starts, the saying goes, and with it 
the Ice-floc. And this year April 1 
did not disappoint the etly's in- 
habitants; punctually at 12 noon a 
general movement of ice was evi- 
denced near Scisin, 

For three days. the feo-floe con: 
tinued." A. strong north-westerly 
‘wind blew large sheets and chunks 
‘of lee towards the city shore. The 
tide of the Sungari flowed and ebbed 
according to whether stoppages were 
formed above or below the city. As 
soon as all the ice passed, one could] 
‘Seo many boats plying belween the 
two banks of the river. 


‘The Sungari, as it Is well known 
all round Harbin, is a treacherous 
river, Every season it takes a toll 
‘of human life; and its victims are 
not composed Solely of Chinese but 
‘often include foreigners—the youth 
‘specially. Whirlpools are concealed 
in many parts of the river and there| 
Ihave been several cases of swimmers 
meeting with untimely death by 
Being caught in fishing nets; and if 
a boat capsizes in the middle of the 
‘Sungari, one must be am extremely 
experienced and strong swimmer to| 
bbe able to overpower the current and| 
veach ary land. ‘The majority perish.

And yet, inv spite of the river's| 
acknowledged treachery, the life of 
the elty’s population migrates in 
summer to its other side, Every 
former resident, of Harbin must well 
yemember the mass of humanity that 
every day surges across the Sungari, 
where it ean not only swim Chul 
for clothes dot the beach) and rest 
Dut ‘ear also eat in the many res 
taurants that spring up like mush- 
rooms, ‘make merry and generally 
enjoy themselves for the whole 24 
hhowrs, If they so wish—and all. this 
for a ridiculously cheap price, This

of Harbin, 

Generally speaking, with the com 
Ing of spring—and ‘spring has ale 
ready come—political topics fade 
into the background and everyone| 
starts {0 lay plang for summer.

Press Told Premier 


Will “Go Ahead”; Britain 


May Change Policy ; Fresh Developments 


‘Tokyo, Apr. 21. 


MPHATIC denial of rumours of a rift within the Cabinet, and 

reaffirmation of his intention to go ahead, as announced 
through the Chief Secretary of the Cabinet a few days ago, were 
made by the Premier, Prince Konoye, on attending his office today 
{for the first time since April 1. He was permitted by his physician 


to leave his bed yesterday when, 
private secretary, he took a walk

swinging a golf club for exercise, At 11,15 this morning, the 
Premier attended his office, where he faced a barrage of pointed 


questions by newspapermen. 

‘The Premier said he had been con-! 
fined to his home with the worst 
cold he had suffered in the past five 
Years. His absence from his duties| 
hhad no other significance. 

It was no wonder, the Premier| 
added, if various rumours, such as 
a Cabinet change or political unrest, 
Should have been started, as Japan 
‘was confronted with a great issue, 
namely, the "China Incident.”

Prompt and. appropriate _action| 
taken ‘by the Japanese Army has 
played havoc with General Chiang 
Kalshek’s strategy, based on a 
growing reliance upon guerilla war- 
fare and aiming at the protraction 
‘Of hostilities, General Gen Sugiyama, 
War Minister, told the press today.

In the face of such facts, he em- 
phasized, the Japanese people must

‘and shun all internal friction. ‘Thus| 
‘armed, the nation must march to-| 
‘wards the attainment of the objectives: 
of the current hostilities. 

“Japan's policy in China.” General] 
‘Sugiyama declared, “is immutable, 
‘and my tour of China cannot affect 
it.” Japanese military oMeers in.

Japanese Control Rice 


‘Shanghai, Apr, 20, 
‘The purchase of Chinese rice in 
Japanese-cecupied areas outside 
‘Shanghai is virtually under the con 
trol of the Japanese military author!- 
ties, according to a Chinese report. 

Rice merchants wishing to buy rice 
from these districts will have to 
rogistet with the Japanese and pay 
a registration fee of $500 in addition 
to a cash security of $10,000. Rice 
Purchased by non-registered mer~ 
‘chants is liable to confiscation by the 
‘Japanese, the same report says. 

Merchants desirous to register with 
the Japanese often experience all 
Kinds of dimeulties, Rei ‘mer 
chants also find it dimcult to transport. 
rice to Shanghai as they have to pass 
through many barriers on the way. 

Rice produced at Wusih costs $6.50 
‘a pleul and that at Tsingpu, $7 a pleul. 
‘As the merchants are. required to 
pay taxes to the so-called autono- 
mous commissions on the way to 
Shanghal, the cost of Wusih or Tsing- 
bu products becomes about $10 per 
pleut. 

‘The daily consumption in Shanghat 
has Increased from 6,000 piculs of 
lee to 10,000 piculs, according to the 
report. ‘The stocks in Shanghai con- 
sist of 150,000 piculs Chinese rice 
‘and 0,000 pieuls foreign rice at 
present. It is reported that larg: 
‘quantities of forelgn rice are being 
imported. 











Grenade Thrown 


‘Shanghai, Apr, 22. 

‘A hand-grenade thrown against a 
motor car carrying four Japanese 
marine petty officers created _con~ 
siderable excitement on the Bund 
yesterday morning, although the 
‘missile failed to explode.

‘The causes of this 
Aifference are that the magazine 
‘lopped publication at the end of 
July, owing to the local situation, 
while the cost of four months ine 
seis received from England since 
then is included. ‘These insets, how- 
ever, are being used in this year's

‘The other items of expenditure are| 
normal and do not call for any 
‘speclal reference. ‘The debit balance| 
Of $1.20043 was caused by the falling 
off in our income, referred to pre: 
viously, and the extra expense en- 
failed owing to the removal of the

It is interesting 
to note however that our expenditure 
for the year was only $188.19 more 
than the budget. which was passed 
‘at the last annual meeting.

Missions to Seamen 


‘Shanghai, Apr. 21, 

Vice-Admiral Sir Percy Noble, 
Commander-in-Chiet of the British

nounced the Rev. FP. W. Weaver, 
chuplain, at the annual meeting of 
subseribers which followed the 
Cathedral meeting in the Church.

‘The following statement om the oc- 
counts from Mr. B. 0.

‘The accounts for 1937 reflect very 
clearly the troublous times through 
which Shanghai pasted during the 
latter part of the year. Income 
shows a very considerable drop when| 
compared with the previous year 
‘and, due to the énforced curtailment 
of the Mission's activities, expendi- 
ture vas also considerably less than 
for 1036. The general funds of the 
‘mission on January 1, 1987, amounted 
fo $4930.81 but at the end of tho 
year ‘these funds were reduced to| 
$1512.11, showing that the Mission| 
hhed to ‘encroach on its reserves to| 
the extent of $3418.70. 

‘Subscriptions and donations cnly 
amounted to $6,772.75 as against 
$11,081.10 for 1936, a drop of some 
$4,300.00. During the last few years 
it has been the custom for the Mise 
sion fo hold a flag day and this in 
1996 realized the substantial amount| 
‘of $1,618.45. During the past year, 
however, it was not possible to hold 
the usual Mag day so there is no 
amount shown in the present ac- 
‘counts-under this heading. 


Grants Less 

Due to the curtailment of the afis- 
sion’s activities, the usual grants 
from general funds to the Harbour

T would mention 
that the investments, however, have 
been shown as in former years at 
jcost_and that no account has been 
taken of any market depreciation. 
‘This fund, of course, is in the nature 
of a Trust and the income at present

As you will « 
realise with the departure of the varl~ 
fous Government ‘Departments from 
Nanking, such contact Is not now pos- 
sible, The Bureau of Roads of the 
National Economie Council and the’ 
authorities of the majority of the pro~ 
vvinces continued to carry out import- 
jant programmes of expansion and 
improvement of motor roads and 
‘there is reason to belleve that whilst 
many of the existing roads have suf- 
fered greatly during hostilities, a con= 
siderable number of new motor high- 
‘ways have been completed, 

‘Upkeep of Roads 

We shall have to wait for parti- 
culars of these new roads, however, 
[as information of this nature is not, 
readily obained as long as Aghting 
Js continuing. It appears reasonable 
to assume that whilst considerable 
Jdamage has been done to certain 
motor roads, military necessity has 
assured thelr’ upkeep to a great extent 
and this may be taken to apply to 
bridges and ferries, so that once the 
‘different areas are thrown open to the 
public I believe that motor touring 
‘will be possible within a short period. 


‘Your committee received u severe 
setback by the withdrawal from clt- 
‘culation by the Chinese Government 
of all motor road maps, ard this was 
rendered all the more serious by the 
fact that the new 17-provinee map 
jwhich was being prepared by the 
Highways Bureau, for supplies of 
which the club had arranged, was al- 
ready in course of printing and would 
probably have been in the hands of 
members within a very. short time. 
This was the most up-to-date road 
map produced in China, setting forth 
the fullest possible information in« 
eluding places at which repairs ser~ 
[vice was available, 

“As you will see from the annual re~ 
port, the membership of the club in- 
ereased from 807 in 1936 to 1253 in 
1997, and at the time the hostilities 
commenced there seemed no reason 
why the steady increase in the roll

Serlous Outbreak In Mongkew 


Apr. 22, 

About. fifty houses and shops in 
Bast Seward Road, near Hwa Kee 
Road, were gutted’ at an early hour 
yesterday morning, when another con 
Aagration lit up 'the war-torn dis 
trict. 

This is the second blaze in less 
than two months which Kept the 
Settlement firemen busy in an area 
already extensively devastated by 
hostilities eight months ago. In the 
previous serious outbreak, seventy 
Single-storey Chinese houses went up 
in flames in Lane 2569, off Yangtsze- 
oo oad, on March ‘i. Numerous 
Stubborn fires have been fought in 
that district before and after. 

‘The alarm in yesterday's outbreak 
was received atthe Hongkew Fire 
Station shortly after 3 am. Arriving 
fon the scene, the firemen’ not only 
found a group of Chinese shops in 
flames, but a number of Chines 
hhouses behind them had been well 
ignited. 

‘The locality of the blaze was in 
and around Lane $92 East Seward 
Road, the burning shops facing the 
streel, ‘The flames wore spreading so 
furiously that the entire block of 
shops and houses was menaced. 

Firemen lost no time in combatting 
the conilagration, ‘Meanwhile, assist 
ance was asked, and both the Centrat 
Station and Hongkew responded with 
two and one machines respective) 
making a total of five machines, 

Despite the considerable headway 
made by the fire before the arrival 
of the fire-fighters and the poor and 
inflammable nature of the structures, 
the firemen succeeded in. preventing 
the ames from spreading. “For about 
five hours, they fought the blaze con- 
Unuously,” sueceeding in extinguish 
ing it finally. 

‘As ln previous casos, the cause of 
‘he outbreak was not known. ‘The 
area was unoccupied. No injury was 
reported. 

Earlier in the morning, a fire was 
reported in Yangtszepoo district at 
‘about 3 a.m, Hause No, 25 in Studley 
Avenue was gutted, while the roof 
of a neighbouring house, No, 23, was 
damaged, A third fire was reported 
shortly ‘before noon in Yochow 
Road, Here, one house was severely 
damaged, while two others were also 
lgnited and damaged. Wayside Park 
in Wayside Road was also the scene 
of an outbreak, but no serious damage 
‘was. reported.

‘Even when travelling 
in storage-wagons during the general 
‘evacuation from Russia, special tables 
were laid at Easter time, Even in 
refugee camps, where they then, 
Tound themselves. emigrants con- 
trived to pay each other “holiday 
visits" by walking from tent to tent 
‘and from barrack to barrack. And) 
here, in. prosperous and comfortable 
Shanghai, Easter whs ‘always cele- 
brated handsomely, depressions’ or} 
no depressions, wars oF no wars. 
‘This year, of course, it was harder 
to do the holiday full justice | than| 
previously. for incomes are falling| 
In proportion with the rise in prices. 
But, as one humorist has wittily| 
remarked, Russians rushed from.

‘The writer also makes the state- 
ment that at the time that the 
‘agencies were transferred to Kennedy, 
Dburkill & Co. Ltd. in 1921 this firm 
Were without any previous experi- 
ence whatsoever ‘of the business, 

This is an absolute falsehood, since 
Kennedy, Burkill & Co, Ltd. was, 
Jn fact, the long established firm of 
Kennedy & Co. in Penang under 9 
new guise, The latter firm had been 
managing ‘rubber estates since the 
inception of the industry and their 
lexperienced staff were taken over by 
the new firm practically "en bloc” 
‘and strengthened by the addition of 
two or three senior men previously 
Jemployed by others in the same line 
of business.

‘the letters.

‘area of the estate during the’ year, 


Tapping 

An average area of 798 acres was 
in tapping throughout the year which 
yielded at the rate of 412 ib. per acre 
per annum. ‘The standard of tapping 
fis reported to be reasonable and the 
rate of bark renewal somewhat o 
the slow side. Barle consumption 1s 
normal. ; 

‘The smoked shest produced is of 
1a satisfactory quality and accepted by 
‘the dealers without question. 

‘The supply of labour was adequate 
jand ‘the foree is said to be more 
‘settled and contented. 1 am glad to, 
be able to report that the health 
conditions were satisfactory. 

All rough growths apd lallang have| 
been ‘removed toma” the gardens 
which are moslly under a cover of 
leguminosae. ‘The cost of weeding 














being 35 cents per acre per month 
‘as against 39 cents last year. 


Pests or diseases gave conipara- 
tively little trouble and such diseased 
trees as were discovered were 
promptly removed. 

‘The machinery and smoke house 
worked satisfactorily during the 
year and will not need renewal for 
a few years to come. 

Buildings were given the necessary 
repairs and are in satisfactory con- 
dition. 

Batu Dua Estate 


As regards Batu Dua Estate here 
‘again no change took place in the 
planted area. ‘The ten acres replanted 
in 1996 at present makes a very fine 
eld of young rubber and the results, 
so far, have well repald the money 
and labour expended thereon, 

‘The average area of 337 acres was 
in tapping throughout the year, which 
yielded at the rate of 541 ib. per acre 
Der annum. The standard of tapping. 
is reported to be satisfactory and the 
rate of bark consumption and renew- 
al_is normal. 

‘The quality of the smoked sheet 
produced is satisfactory and is ac- 
cepted by the market without 
eriticism, 

The supply of labour was adequate 
throughout ‘the year but there was 
too much movement amongst ‘the 
‘coolies which made it hard to main- 
ain a settled force. Health condi- 
tions were only moderately ‘satis- 
factory. 

‘The estate has been maintained in 
good order throughout the year and 
{s free from lallang and other harm- 
ful growths. Neither pests nor dis- 
eases gave any trouble 

‘The buildings and machinery were 
given the necessary upkeep.” It is 

‘to instal a small continuous 
Sheeting plant during the coming 
‘Year, which should reduce the cost of 
‘manufacture and improve the quality 
of our product. 

Lastly we come to Klebang Estate. 
‘The acreage of the estate remains the 
‘same, but a new survey Is being made 
and ‘minor alterations may be dis 
covered. During the year a further 
47% acres were cut out and replanted 
in November 1937, so that at the end 
of the year there were 340 acres of 
‘mature rubber and 97 acres of re- 
plantings. ‘These latter areas are 
reported to show excellent growth 
‘ond are maintained in a lallang free 
condition. ‘The dry weather at the 
time of planting caused a certain 
umber of failures, but these have 
‘all been supplied since then. -Manur- 
ing is being done on the replanted 
areas with very satisfactory results. 

‘There is a nursery of 20,000 seed- 
lings for the 1938 planting programme 
and the young plants are showing 
excellent growth. 

Unplanted Area 

‘There is an area of 20% acros which 
was cut out prior to restriction and 
consequently could not be planted 
hitherto, but it is hoped to obtain 
permission to replant this in. 1939. 
Meanwhile, it is lying fallow and is 
maintained under a cover of mixed 
Jegumes and free from lallang. 

‘The average area in tapping during 
the year was 3047 acres and the 
yield per acre tapped was at the rate 
of 473 1b. per annum. In view of the 
intention gradually to replant the 
major portion of the estate the tap- 
ping system in vogue is ‘somewhat 
mote severe than would have been 
the ease otherwise, 

‘The rubber is now being manu- 
factured on Chemor Estate to. the 
benefit of the costs of each estate, 

‘There were several changes in the 
labour position, ‘but a satisfactory 
force is now established on the estate. 
Here again there was a rise in wages 
of nearly 25 per cont. 

‘The health conditions were much 
improved by reason of a better water. 
supply and the antimalarial work 
that was carried on. The weeding 
costs, dispite the rise in wages, were 
20 cents per acre per month the same 
fas last year. All fields are upkept 
free from undesirable growths and 
are under various legumes. 

All diseased trees have been -re- 
moved and pruning attended to where 
necessary. 
prevalent in all flelds as in the past, 
but affected trees are isolated wher 
discovered. 

All buildings have been given the 
necessary attention and are in fair 
condition. 

Mr. A. E. L. Smith managed Chemor 
gnd Klebong: Estates and Mr. 1M. 
Dawson managed Batu. Dua Estate 
throughout the year. Our best thanks 
fare due to these two gentlemen and 
to Mr. Pinching, our ‘Technical Ad- 
viser, and to the Penang agents for 
the very efficient manner in which 
they have administered the affairs of 
the company during the year. 

Mr. Soyka Speak

In the Far Eastern sphere of the 
Bank's operations the year opened in

For reasons which ean now be 
easily understood, the Chinese Gov- 
ernment last spring found itself 
obliged to re-orlentate its economic 
policy towards the requirements of 
National Defence, and, as a result, 
Industrial development’ was proceed: 

ed with in a strategic rather than 
constructive direction. Principles of 
economic nationalism’ gained wider 
faeceptance in. Chinese political 
circles, and whereas at the end of 
1936 a new era of Sino-Foreign cco- 
homie co-operation seemed about to 
dawn, It soon became apparent in 
1037 ‘that little real progress in 
Chinese economy could be expected 
until Felatlons between the Chinese 
and Japanese Goyernments had 
become normal. As late as May, 
there were evidences that an influen: 
tial body. of Japanese opinion was 
anxious that thelr Government should 
endeavour to bring about a_percep- 
{ible relaxation of Sino-Japanese 
tension, but already forces had been 
released which could no longer be 
controlled. 

‘The Charter of the Central Reserve 
Bank of China was approved by the 
legislative body at the end of June, 
‘but the terms have not been ratified 
by the National Government, and in 
consequence, the Centra} ‘Reserve 
‘Bank Bill has not yet become law.

‘As might have been expected, the 
prosecution of hostilities has’ od- 
versely affected the national finances

Shanghai, Tientsin and Tsingtao, 


which contribute between them the 
major ‘portion of China's customs 
revenue are in thelr hands, thelr 
control of the customs administration 
in the two latter ports being orac- 
tically complete.

The Sudeten Problem: 
Germans in Czechoslovakia 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nowri-Cuiwa Datty News” 

Sm—I have read with interest 
your ‘today leaderette on the above 
[which is seemingly based upon figures 
land information given out by certain 
fquarters for consumption by people 
‘ignorant as regards the real facts 
connected with the issue, The very 
same figures have appeared in the 
Furopean press some time ago and 
were clad in similar words, 

‘Figures as cited in your leaderette 
fare grossly misleading, as not the 
Jnumber of schools is what counts— 
there are Jarge and small schools— 
but the number of forms, pupils per 
form, the number of teachers as~ 
signed, ete. Such compilation of 
‘Agures is what is expected, Besides, 
it should not be forgotten’ that the 
schools now existing in Czechoslo~ 
vakia were functioning already dur- 
ing the Austrian régime, since the 
breakdown of which many a Ger- 
man school has been closed. A con- 
‘siderable number of German schools, 
were opened and paid for not by the 
previous or present governments but 
by the “Deutsche Schulverein” and 
‘Deutscher Kulturverband,” privat 
institutions financed solely by Ger~ 
‘mans, because it was felt that even 
in pre-war Austria there were not 
enough schools for the German 
population. 

At would be interesting if you were 
jin a position to publish figures as to 
how many schools, i.e, forms, ete, 
‘were opened by the present Govern 
ment for the various nationalities 
living in the country, and also how 
many were closed by'the same. But| 
what of all educational facilities 
when conditions are such that the 
German youths of today cannot find | 
Jemployment after leaving school. Do | 
lyou know for instance that 40,000 
[Government jobs to which the Ger- 
mans are entitled, are held by 
(Czechs? 

‘AS regards the full and perfect 
liberty of the German press let me 
state that as a reader of many of the| 
German papers I must refute. this 
statement. At the present moment 
I am not in a position to offer any 
Jdgures on the subject, but it is quite 
illustrating that the Slovakian press, 
which, as you know, is not repre- 
sented by as many issues as is the| 
German, was the subject of 1,041 
[censorships and or confscations dur- 
Ing the period of one year. 

It is not a very imposing fact that, 
Jas you say, about 40 per cent, of the 
German population have voted in the 
past for the present Government if 
‘one is acquainted with conditions 
prevailing In Czechoslovakia. On| 
several occasions the Government| 
gave assurances that conditions 
‘would be made easier for the Ger- 
mans, and it is mainly due to these 
promises that part of the population| 
{that still believed that it could trust 
them, supported the Government. 
Furthermore, being split into various 
parties, the representatives of which 
id not so much represent and Aight 
for the general interest of the| 
Sudeten Germans, but followed ulti- 
mate motives of their own, naturally 
[supported the Government in order 
to achieve their ends. Now that about 
95 per cent. of the German popula 
tion have found themselves in one 
powerful organization, you may rest, 
‘assured that things will be. different 
in the future and it Is sincerely hoped 
that the Government "will cause to 
make true the many assurances and 
promises given and so far not kept. 

Figures have no soul, they do not 
tell of the suppression, arrogance and 
hardships to which ‘the so-called, 
minorities of Czechoslovakia-are ex- 
posed. 

T wish to add that the position of 
the Sudeten Germans, and with it, 
{that of the Slovaks, Hungarians and 
[Poles is little understood by the 
world outside of Central Europe. 
Try to imagine that part of your 
lcountry would be compelled to live

C. E, Lowe, appearing on’ behalt of| 
the insurance company, the Ocean 
‘Necident. & Guarantee Corp, Ltd, 

‘Tho. test witness yesterday, Mr. 
James Finfater, assistant. Inslaiiation 
engineer of the AP.C. sald he was 
down at the company’s Pootung ine 
slallation when’ the” body of Mr- 
Porter was found at 145 pm. on 
April 7.” He sald that he was’ told 
ihat there. wos a "bad smell” near 
the No.3 pontoon. “He went to the 
pontoon, and Yooking down between 
the side of the pontoon and the mv. 
Huikuan, “which was "moored. along 
sido it, saw the lothed body’ of a 
foreigner, "The body was jammed

His over~ 
coat was hanging in the, eloa's-room 
At the time, but Mr, Porter Tote this 
boning. Witness didnot notice an 
Alifteence. tn’ Mr. Porter's manner 

‘The inquest was adjourned. 

Inquest Resumed

Evidence of the cheerful demean- 
our of the lite Mr. Harold Porter up 
fo the {ime of his disappearance on

inuation ‘of the inquest yesterday. 
Afler evidence had been ‘given by 
Mrs. M. R. Bourne, daughter of the 
late Mr. Porter; by Mr. R. T. Peyton-

Daily 'News," of which Mr. Porter 
was a director; and by Detective. 
Sergeant John Bradley, the inquest 
wag adjourned to 2 pm, on Friday, 
April 20. S 
































Mrs. Bourne said that her father 
telephoned her at about 8.30 am. on 
Murch 24, asking If he could come 
to luncheon. AS she and her hus- 
hand were Tunching out, she suggested 
that he come the following day and 
he said that he would telephone her 
If he could manage it. He seemed 
to be cheerful and sald that he was 
thinking of taking a walk in Jessfield 
Park as it was “such a lovely day. 

‘Sho had not actually seen Mr. 
Porter for about a week. He never 
mentioned his private affairs and 
“never would tell us what his plans 
were” He seemed to be cheerfal 
and, indeed, when she came back to 
Shanghai on December 1 he re- 
marked to her that the “war” had 
given him a new lease on life. She 
did not worry when he did not tele- 
phone her, as it was understood he 
could have luncheon with them at 
any time ‘and she thought he was 
probably busy. 

‘Mr, Peyton-Griffin said that he last 
saw Mr. Porter between 6 and 6 
Pm. on ‘Moreh 23, when he seemed 
to be quite gay and happy. Mr. Pey- 
ton-Griffin “knew. him. very well 
Indeed and was quite sure he would 
hhave noticed had there been anything 
‘out of the ordinary in his manner. 
‘AS a matter of fact, that evening Mr. 
Peyton-Gritin Invited him to a dine 
ner party he was giving for the first 
night of “The Beggar's Opera,” on 
‘March 29, and Mr. Porter accepted. 

Very Retleent 

Mr, Porter was a very reticent man 
and Mr, Peyton-Grifin knew nothing 
‘about his private business, He had 
been very ill about four or five years 
‘ago, but when he returned to Shang- 
hal'about three and a halt years ogo 
was much better and his grip of 
things during the hostilities, parti- 
ularly in connection with the 
“North-China Daily News" during 
that strenuous period, showed how 
enormously "he had’ improved in 
health, 

Detective-Sergeant Bradley then 
wave evidence as to having gone 
down-river to the Pootung install 
tion of the APC. when Mr. J... G, 
Barter of that company notified the 
police of the finding of a foreigner's 
body. Mr. Barter had shown him a 
watch, pencil and cigarette case 
taken’ off the body and the former 
corresponded. to the description of 
Mr. Porter’s watch given him by the 
room-boy. 

Det-Sergt. Bradley went down- 
river and found the body lying on 
its back in the water, the face cover- 
ed with a piece of sacking. On the 
latter being removed, he recognized 
the body as being that of Mr. Porter, 
‘whom he knew personally. ‘The body 
was lifted from the water on a 
wooden, board and the pockets were 
searched. 

‘A. wallet was found in an inside 
pocket, and this contained a curfew 
Dass, a park season ticket, personal 
visiting eards and a doctor's preserip~ 
tion, Mr. Porter was dressed in 
clothes which exactly corresponded 
with the description given the polles 
by the room-boy. 

“Atter Det.-Sergt. Bradley had given 
evidence as to how the body was 
brought to Shanghai in an AP.C. 
lighter and removed to the mortuary 
by an ambulance, the Coroner ad- 
Journed the inquest to 2 pm. on 
April 29.

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LIFE OF THE LAMAS 
By Twerax 


I was surprised to learn, that according to] 
the laws of Lamaism, no lama is allowed after| 
ordination to lie down and rest like any other 
ordinary mortal. He must spend his nights 
ma sitting posture with his legs crossed| 
beneath him and his hands folded in his lap. 
This really astonished me so I asked him, my 
Black teacher, how he was going to spend the. 
night after he had finished my-lesson, He! 
told me he would retire to the lamasery, 
secure a comfortable sitting posture and ob- 
tain what sleep he could. 

‘The idea behind the law may be foolish but| 
it is something like this: in a lying posture 
the thoughts which proceed from the brain 
will not pass through the crown of the head 
upwards but somehow scoot along the ground 
and apparently come to nought; therefore a 
sitting posture is demanded of the lama that 
his thoughts may pass straight upwards to 
the deity who evidently resides just above 
his head. ae 

Later I discovered that the lama is not 
‘supposed to touch wine, but like Timothy of 
old, he frequently takes a little for his 
stomach’s sake and his infirmities. And it 
may be that the overmastering power of sleep 
gets hold of his uncomfortable legs and under 
the influence of the first nareotic he may 
dream he is still sitting in an upright posture, 

‘Throughout Kham at least the lamas and 
drabas indulge in a good deal of racing. A 
few years ago we were at Litang when the 
race meet took place and as far as we could 
judge the lamas were the prime movers on 
the race course. Some of them owned magni-_ 
ficent racing studs and could pog a stake with’ 
any layman. ‘The meet lasted a number of 
days and included all kinds of sports and the 
lamas were'in no way behind the laymen in. 
carrying off the prizes. ‘The draba, however, 
returns again to the more serious side of life 
and once more bends his mind to the things 
concerning the life to come,” 


He may not believe in a personal creator 
but he has no doubts whatever of an all- 
present evil spirit deluding, deceiving and 
destroying the six classes of living beings and 
bringing chaos and darkness into a world, ac- 
cording to the lama, not blessed with very 
much light. Lamaism speaks of the chief 
devil or antagonist of religion ; the personified 
evil principle; the evil one. It also mentions 
four devils : (1) the devil originated from the 
aggregates of the constituents of living beings; 
(2) the devil ruling over sufferings and 
diseases ; (3) the devil of death, the messenger 
‘of the lord of death ; (4) the devil or god of] 
lus 














‘The world, the flesh, and the devil, are no 
{dle dream in the philosophy of the lama who 
spends his days and nights on the Roof of 
the World, Like Luther, the lama may not 
throw the ink-pot at the devil, but he throws 
many other things, some of which, however, 
may not do very much harm, Foolishly he 
somehow believes that a ten or tivelve fect 
ong trumpet, blown with all the breath in. 
his body, will dispel the darkness round him 
and bring destruction to all the evil spirits 
that harass and distress his quiet and peaceful 
life. 

And if these long ton-fect trumpets fail, 
the will muster all the drums in the lamasery 
and make enough sound to frighten the devils 
that embarrass him and make life worth 
living. And when the long trumpets, drums, 
comets and cymbals fail he will call to his 
Fescue 1,000 deep-voiced drabas who will use 
their stout lungs to clear the earth and the| 
sky of more demons than possessed the poor 
‘man whose name was legion. But the poor 
Jama cannot spend all his day manipulating 
devils ; he must have some change, recreation 
and diversion. 

Th the lamasory he has a regular course 
of operations which occupy him fully every| 
day. Some poor lama, rich merchant or 
distant nomad, however, dies and the draba 
enjoys a pleasant outing. Pleasant in so far 
as it takes him from the regular and dull 
routine of the daily task to some large 
nomadic encampment where he will meet and 
see lots of new friends and have an oppor- 
tunity of coming into contact with the other 
sex, And this apparently he can appreciate| 
and enjoy like other human beings. 


Some wealthy merchant dies. While he 
ived his soul was largely his own and like 
the rich man who lived long ago he could 
talk with it in a friendly way saying: “Soul 
thou hast much goods laid up for many years; 
take thine ease, eat, drink and be merry.”| 
Why not? But when the rich lama dies his! 
Soul apparently isnot his own; it passes into 
other hands who evidently have its redirection 
under their control. 

My old Black Lama teacher gives me very) 
little of his company just now. When he does. 
come, however, he lets me know some of the 
‘things he is doing: that is, how he is spending 
his days. ‘The son of a wealthy Tibetan 
passed away in Tachienlu some weeks ago. 
Being black in religion his parents invited 
black lamas to guide this poor fellow's soul| 
to a place of rest, peace and joy. Two days: 








ago my Black Lama came ‘to read with me 
and he fold me thie soul they were piloting 
was now about to enter bardo that is, the 
intermediate state between death and rebirth. 
The Black, Yellow and Red Sects have ali 
different ideas regarding this intermediate! 
stafe. The Yellows place it here, and the 
Reds place it there, and the Blacks say it is 
the state just before the soul enters the lama's 
paradise. 

Here is the idea according to the Yellows:| 
The body dies or rather, the soul passes from| 
it. On the third day after death something| 
ike a big rock hits the soul bringing it back: 
to consciousness which it had somehow lost. 
Being now conscious the soul returns to its 
old body and if there is a smell therefrom! 
death lias not really taken place. But if there| 
is an absence of smell from the old body then| 
the soul comes to the conclusion that death’ 
has, after all, taken place. 

‘The soul then takes a walk over sand and| 
if footprints are seen it concludes that life| 
is still within its grasp; but if.there are no| 
footprints on the sands of time, death has| 
really become a fact. ‘The soul now returns] 
to its old home to see how things are going] 
on there. If the Tsamba bowl has been laid| 
out and other preparations made for its en-| 
Joying a meal then death has still to take] 
place; but if there is no bowl and no pre- 
parations and the wife and children are| 
crying; well the full stop has really been| 
reached, 

‘Undismayed the soul makes a final attempt. 
It returns to the old body to see if there is 
‘any heat left in it, If the body is cold, the! 
soul finds it quite impossible to enter and so| 
at last is forced to the melancholy conviction’ 
that death is an accomplished fact. ‘The sou) 
now becomes terribly frightened with only] 
‘one open door before it, namely, that leading’ 
into bardo the intermediate state where it 
hhas absolutely no control over itself. Here! 
it wanders and flounders about till kind and. 
virtuous friends at home begin to take an’ 
Interest in It 

‘According to the Blacks something like this 
takes place: ‘The saul passes from the body’ 
and on the third day ‘becomes really con~ 
selous of death. The bones of the old body| 
are absorbed by rocks; the flesh is absorbed! 
by the earth; the blood is absorbed by water: 
the breath is absorbed by the wind; the) 
spirit is absorbed by space; the soul, like 
Noah's dove, finds no rest for the sole of its 
foot. 


And superstition is not the only question 
oreproblem involved: the Yellow, being the| 
sect to which both the Dalai and the Panchan| 
belong have naturally much higher charges] 
than the other sects; and human nature be-| 
ing what it is and suffering as it does trom| 
pecuniary embarrassment, and religion being| 
more or less of a gamble, the nomad is always | 
prepared to take a financial risk with his 
undying soul. There is always the possibility 
of an alternative route: if the Blacks fail to 
get the soul out of bardo then the anxious| 
relatives can always fall back on the Reds 
and if the. soul is still byooding somewhere 
‘over the face of the deep, for a somewhat) 
higher price the Yellows will bring it safely 
into port. 








And this is how the lama and the draba| 
‘on the Roof of the World delight to spend 
their days. In common parlance it is called] 
“doing virtue” but at the same time the lama 
consumes enormous quantities of rich yak 
butter tea, and the poor distracted parents} 
will borrow large sums of money if thereby 
the soul can find release from the torments| 
of the unknown, And the rich will go on| 
spending till the soul of some departed friend | 
has safely crossed the vale called death. 
When the soul becomes conscious of its final 
departure from the body, according to the! 
Black Sect, the drabas spend 49° days help-| 
ing it safely through the six states; or six| 
classes of moving beings, namely: Hades, 
ghosts, beasts, humanity, demons and gods. 
Safely through this horrible and awful exper- 
ence the soul according to the different lama. 
sects is more or less out of difficulty and’ 
danger. ‘The Yellow Sect when the soul is 
conscious of its lack of abode does virtue on’ 
its behalf by merely closing the doors into} 
the six states so that this disinherited resident 
will not suffer the terrible inconveniences of| 
these different states. ‘The soul naturally 
wanders in the direction of Hades only to| 
find that some friendly praying lamas, highly 
paid and sumptuously fed by some distracted 
relatives have fortunately had the door closed. 


It then wanders towards the region of the 
beasts to enjoy a similar experience, and 50| 
‘on till it reaches, at the end of the 49 days,| 
the state of the gods. No sect of Lamaism 
seems very clear as {o what takes place after| 
that, And so the Tibetan lama puts ii 49] 
days in this way in the home of some| 
bereaved parents or family. ‘The ceremony 
is usually performed by ten, 20 or 100 lamas; 
and frequently the whole lamasery is employed | 
to get some reckless prodigal through the six 
states to a place where his misdeeds will 
not be remembered against him. But it is 
hard work and demands considerable blow- 
ing of enormous ten-feet long brass trumpets| 
and the beating of low sonorous drums and

A COUNTRY DIARY 


Apr. 17—Looking through a collection of 
bird's-eggs presented to me by a friond, T 
noticed today that it contains several snake's- 
eggs—probably those of the local Paddy snake. 
‘This unusual exhibit reminded me of twe things: 
rst that our local snakes will by now be ac- 
tive after their winter rest and, second, that we 
in Shanghai have so far been’ spared ‘the age- 
‘old newspaper controversy as to whether or not 
adders swallow their young when in danger, 
to disgorge them later when the danger is past. 
How T once nearly got dragged into this argu- 
ment is, perhaps, worth recording. Walking 
along a Devonshire tane in summer, I passed a 
farm labourer who had just killed an adder 
and, as it was still wriggling slightly, I asked 
him to finish the job—to which he replied with 
‘some disdain, * ill-un more than tha 
haow zur, no snake'll dole proper till zunzet” 
‘This shook me rather badly, so I walked on and 
returned quickly to finish the killing mysolt it 
necessary: to my surprize T found the snake 
quite dead. ;..but surrounded by a large family 
‘of baby snakes wriggling all round the body! 
Could it be that the mother snake had swallow- 
ed her young when attacked and then disgorg- 
ed them “just before her death?” Tt 
certainly looked rather ike it, until 
Ht occurred to me that the snokelets had prob- 
ably remained in hiding while the mother met 
‘the attacker and only came out when he left: 
30 T did not write to the papers about it. For 
which T am glad now. Many snakes (such as 
grass snakes) lay their eggs in warm dumps and 
eave them to hatch out by. sun-warmth: the 
young fend for themselves as soon as they are 
hhatehed and never see thelr parents. Adders 
hatch the eggs inside thelr bodies, so that the 
young are born alive and stay with the parent 
Tor some time. ...as my experience proved: and 
it is very hard to believe that story of swallow- 
{ing the young....just as hard as it Is to swallow 
the tale of a golfing opponent who finds snakes 
ina bunker, . 


























‘Apr. 20—The imitative faculty of birds has 
always fascinated me, even though I am only 
dealing with such common species as Bulbuls 
and sparrows....and here is an example which 
came to my notice this morning. I was 
approaching a tree much frequented by Wood- 
eckers when I caught sight of a darkish bird 
running up and round the trunk with the 
obvious intention of catching inscets lurking in 
the bark. Its dark green hues suggested a 
‘Yangtsze Green Woodpecker, but it was not 
halt the size of that bird: if might have been 
that rare little bird the Spark-headed Wood- 
pecker, but it was not the right colour: it was 
far too big for the tiny Chinese Pieulet (small- 
fest of all woodpeckers, and only 4 inches long: 
it could not possibly bo a ‘Tree-creeper (which 
the Chinese so aptly call the “tree-mouso” 
for those birds are never seen here, Thoroughly 

T got within ‘proper distance for 
‘and found to my astonishment 
that it was ‘a’ common Bulbull ‘This wretched 
bird had ‘beon observing the Woodpeckers at 
work and had learnt to grip the bark and sit 
fon its tail—Just as the woodpeckers do—even 
though nature had not endowed it with two 
toes fore and aft. In this connection, I have 
already recorded how the sparrows have learnt 
to imitate the Titmice when fecding from 
peanuts hung on wires; but an even more 
amusing example has just come to my notice, 
Now that my apple tree is in bloom again, 
those greedy marauders the Butbuls are once 
‘more at work: they fly to the tree and, hopping 
from ‘flower to flower, pick out the contre 
where the young apple is forming (they are 
very fond of fruit, by the way): and no sooner 
have the Bulbuls' lied thelr gteedy stomachs, 
than the Sparrows fly up and start to copy 
them....only to find that they do not like fruit, 
‘and so spit it out again! When T come to think 
it all over, 1 look back on my own childhood, 
and say, “monkey sec, monkey do": and T com= 
fort myself with the solemn fact that Shanghal- 
‘grown apples are no use anyway,

ition, in which he mentions “eatth- 
so i hurried indoors to take some 
notes for my diary. And this is the result in 
summary form, ‘The scientific name for earth- 
eating is geophagia and earth-eaters are found 
in all countries over the world: tribe on the 
Rio Negro “exist for a part of the season on 
fat unetuous elay:" in Northern Europe 1s, 
a kind of earth known as “bread meal:” cer- 
tain African natives eat earth but prefer the 
earth from ant-hills (and it is supposed that 
the remains of the ants furnish nourishment): 
samples of earth, so used, have been received 
from Shansi and Shantung: it is customary 
in Shantunig to serve a special kind of earth 
(something like powdered soapstone) much as 
we serve peanuts and candy: Kuan Yin Fe 
(Goddess-of-Merey Flour) is a kind of earth 
found in the Yangtzse Valley which, in famine 
ears, is consumed in large quantities. "So now 
we know what “the good earth" really cau 
mean. But that bit about eating ‘the earth 
from ant-hills is cheating. ...because ants on

"Red Star Over China” has. beon 
brought up-to-date until shortly 
before the outbreak of major 
hostilities between’ Japan and China 
and the formation of a united front 
between the Reds and the Kuomin= 
tang in order to fight Japan. In 
ome, places it is almost. prophetic, 
‘describing with remarkable faithful 
ness the ‘tactles now belng used by 
the Eighth Route Army against the 
Japanese in Shansi. These tactics 
fare of course, similar to those used 
by the Reds’ In thelr ten years of 
‘war against the Central Government; 
but that detracts very little from the 
value of the author's predictions. 
‘These predictions are based. upon, 
information given him by the Red 
Jeaders, ina Series of interviews and 
conversations which prove to be onc 
of the chief attractions of the book. 

‘Those Interviews and conversations, 
with descriptions of life behind the 
Red: lines, "are. exiraordinarily “fine 
leces, of ‘reporting, It is not pos- 
sible in every caso to agree with 
the history of the Soviet Republic of 
China which is spun out. of them: 
Dut Jf it may be objected that much 
of it is presented in too rosy a light, 
it should not be forgotten that the 
‘author's informants were Red. 

Lights of Progress 

For the first time an effort has 
‘been made to introduce the principal 
figures of Soviet China as” human 
beings, not monsters. Perhaps the 
author's fairly obvious predilection 
for ‘radicals may have affected his 
critical faculties to some extent; for 
the ‘heroes of Red China are ‘pre- 
sented “as heroes—bright lights of 
progress, with very little shadow. 
‘And. sometimes ‘one is tempted. to 
think ‘that distinctions which flatter 
the Communists are being drawn: 
5, for example, the distinetion be- 
Ween the Red partisans and the Red 
warriors—the former guilty of the 
atrocities which have blackened the 
ame of the Communists throughout 
China; the latter model troops who 
‘allow ‘neither privation nor suffering 
to lead them out of the straight and 
narrow path. 

‘The book’ is divided into twelve 
parts, ‘The frst gives the motives 
for the author's visit lo Red China, 
‘These were the desire to obtain ac- 
curate information of conditions in 
that part of the country, of which 
ttle news had been allowed to leak 
‘out sinee General Chiang put. down 
his blockade of the soviets in Klangsi 
many years ago. ‘The second tells of 
the journey into the. Red areas, a 
meeting with Chou En-lai, the story. 
of Ho Lung, and impressions of 
members of the Red army. All this 
forms a very fascinating introduction 
to the meetings and interviews with 
Mao ‘Tse-tung, the chairman of the 
Chinese soviels, in the part which 


follows. 
‘The Long March

hhas not been fully done to the dif- 
feulties of those who attempted to 
thwart the march from Klangsi Into 
the North-west; but this fact detracts 
Uttle from the’ heroism and remark- 
able stamina of those who completed 
the 6,000 miles journey.

‘Shensi. Anti-Japonism with them 
came. second, as" subsequent events 
have proved.’ These were the troops 
who, given the opportunity they were 
supposed to be clamouring for to fight 
Japan, sadly lot down the Central 
Government at Wusih, Quinssn, and 
Haining. 

‘The part played by Yang Hu-cheng 
In ‘the Sian coup is also under 
estimated. Yang objected strongly to 
the presence of Chang Hsueh-liong's 
troops in Shensi, and he made skilful 
Use ‘of the coup to get rid of them, 
Chang Hsueh-licng ‘actually. carried 
‘out the coup, but Yang Hu-cheng 
got all the immediate benefits, Yang 
‘and Chang were allies only on the 
Surface: in reality they were at log- 
gerheads, and Yang” proved the 
astuter of the two. 

‘The Influence exerted by the Com- 
munists” in the release of General 
Chiang Kai-shek is over-emphasized, 
and too little stress is laid on the 
rift which appeared in Nanking the 
moment, General Chiang had been 
captured, snd the eagerness with 
Which some of his would-be rescuers 
Wished to attack Sian, thereby almost 
certainly causing the’ Generalissimo's 
‘death, 











‘The Greater Inspiration 

‘These, however, are minor blemishes 
in a book which’ can be unreserved 
ly recommended to all readers. One 
does not need to be a student of 
Chinese affairs to enjoy this. book: 
It will apeal to everyone, Its. in- 
formation” is new and excellently 
presented. Under the Communists 
the old Chinese disease of consider 
ing a thing accomplished as. soon as 
the plan for it has been put down 
‘on paper, seems on the way to be 
cured. For the Communists, as the 
author found them, are men inspired 
with an idea, the ‘strength of which 
inds them ‘into a powerful "unit, 
Selfishness and individualism have

That Mr. Puxley has travelled 
extensively ‘over a period of many 
years cannot be doubted for one 
moment, but his adventures—welll 
perhaps’ they are mentioned in 
Snother volume, for in this present 
ook they are ‘conspicuous only by 
thelr absence. The author, in show- 
ing a distinet Jack of ability to write 
clearly and methodically, grammati- 
Jeally and chronologically, has himselt 
been solely responsible for having 
produced a travelogue that cannut be 
termed by even the most sympathetic 
critic as being interesting, readable 
‘or eapable of appealing to the none 
too discriminating reader's imagina~ 
ton. This would seem to be a great 
pity for during his many  sojourns 

‘all corners of the globe, Mr. Pux- 
ley has probably . amassed a- con 
siderable wealth of detail, data and 
experience that, placed on paper in 
f less haphazard and slipshod man- 
per and edited with more care, 
could well have resulted in a. work 
that might have been both instrue- 
tive and enjoyable. 

‘Those First Impressions 

But, as he says in his introduction, 
he fecls quite justified in having

‘world, a rare few have actually 
gained, “Immersed in the flood for| 
2 time they may have been, but they 
have come up with fish in their 
‘mouths so to speak. "Twas ever thus.

Our Limitations 


In our social round, so long as we 
‘can go from door to doon in 9 swift. 
‘moving vehicle we are not so badly| 
‘affected by conditions, but progress| 
fon foot is distressing. "Beggars, filth, 
Jdirt and disease are everywhere, 

the foul aiflicted creatures get un- 
pleasantly near and claw one's cloth- 
Ing. Sordid groups of street dwellers, 
and she results of habits of the good 
old China style offend those who 
would take thelr walks abroad. 

One of our worst diMleulties is that 
presented to mothers of children of| 
fall Junior ages. For the tiny ones| 
there are practically’ no open spaces 





where they can go with absolute 
safety. At. times Jessfield Park {s| 
almost as crowded as Nanking Road, 


‘and the journey to and from is not 
food. Other parks are similarly 
crowded, and unless parents have a 
food garden at home—and the 
modern tendency to live in flats often 
Dreeludes. this—one wonders: what 
mothers do with small children.
